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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims 1 , 2 and 4-35 drawn to inventions nonelected 
with traverse in Paper No. 5. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See 
MPEP§ 821.01. 

2. Due to amendments and persuasive arguments by applicant, the previous 
rejections of record based on Whitmore et al. have been overcome and are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 3, 36 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
that was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Claim 3, from which both claims 36 and 37 
depend, recites wherein the concentration of hydropolymer as formed is "less than 75 
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weight %". However, the recitation on page 25, stated in the remarks as providing 
support for this new amendment, only recites "more favorably not more than 75 weight 
%" and "still more favorably in the range of 60 to 75 weight %", wherein each of these 
ranges include 75 weight %. The recitation of a range caped at "less than 75 weight %", 
which would not include 75 weight %, is not found in the originally filed description of 
the present invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claims 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mooth for reason cited in the 
previous action. 

With regards to the "touching" solids content ranges between the "75 weight %" 
of the present invention and the "more than 75%" of Mooth, the end cap of 75% is 
specifically taught in Mooth and is still anticipated. See MPEP § 2131.02 - § 2131.03 
Even if assuming that the prior art references do not meet the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 102, it would still have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time 
the invention was made, to arrive at the same inventive composition because the 
disclosure of the inventive subject matter appears within the generic disclosure of the 
prior art, MPEP §2111 - §2117 and MPEP §2144.05. 



Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 01/08/2004 against Mooth have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. Anticipation may exist even when the prior art discloses a 
range that merely touches the claimed range, even if but no examples falling with the 
claimed range are disclosed. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
